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MEMORANDA. 


Population.—The latest estimate of the population shows that during the 
first three months of 1907 the total increase was 12,376, or at the rate 
of 3 per cent. per annum, the largest for fifteen years. Of this 
increase 6,264 was due to excess of births, and 6,112 to excess of 
immigration. 


Trade.—The imports during April were valued at £2,754,161, which shows 
an increase of £190,000, as compared with the corresponding month of 
last year. For the first four months there was an increase of £2,215,053, 
or 23 per cent., as compared with last year. The direct oversea imports 
during April amounted to £1,673,877, as compared with £1,326,092 in 
1906. There were increases in practically all the principal articles, 
more especially in metal manufactures and machines, apparel and soft 
goods, and kerosene. Imports of gold for coinage also show a consider- 
able increase. 


The oversea exports for April amounted to £2,002,802, and show an 
increase of £127,021, compared with the corresponding month of last 
year. For the first four months there was an increase in the oversea 
exports of £2,221,441, or over 22 per cent., as compared with last year. 
Most of the principal articles show large increases, that in wool being 
very large, and amounting to nearly two and a quarter million pounds 
sterling. Flour, frozen beef, and tallow show decreases. Separating 
merchandise from gold, the exports of the former during the four months 
increased by £3,221,460, but the latter decreased by £1,000,019. 


Banks of Issue—The banking averages for the quarter ended 31st March 
show some rather striking results. The current accounts were higher 
than ever before, and show an increase of nearly £2,200,000, or over 13 
per cent. during the quarter. It is the rule for current accounts to 
increase during the March quarter, but an exceptional increase like that 
now shown is evidence of the large earnings of the people during the 
last season. Compared with the corresponding period of last year, 
there has been an increase of £2,957,203 in current accounts, while 
deposits as a whole increased by £2,888,327. Reserves of coin and 
bullion were £48,963 less. Advances decreased by £383,302 during 
the quarter, but during the year increased by £2,427,586. This is 
practically the first year since 1893 to show a large addition to the 


advances. 
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Railways.—The report on Railways for the quarter ended 31st March 
continues to indicate a remarkable degree of prosperity. Compared 
with the corresponding quarter of 1906, the net earnings show an 
increase of £104,424, and during the first nine months of the financial 
year the net gain amounted to £260,824. In all branches of trafic a 


great improvement is shown. 


Gold Production —The gold yield during April was 16,468 oz. crude, equal to 
13,404 oz. fine, valued at £56,935. The value of the gold produced 
during the four months was £364,817, and showed a decrease of 
£71,519, as compared with the corresponding period of 1906. 


Prices.—The general index number for April was slightly lower than in 
February and March, but was higher than for April during any of the 
last six years. The index number for pastoral produce was 1,438 ; for 
metals, 1,541; and for all articles, 1,372. During the month prices of 
most articles remained practically stationary ; hides, and copper and tin, 


however, receded. 


Meteorology.—The rainfall during the month was light to moderate, and on 


the whole below the average.
